This award recognises distinguished service or contribution which is 
above and beyond what would be expected of players and non-players. 
It recognises a player who has represented Australia at an international 
level on a significant number of occasions, or a non-player whose 
contribution has achieved national recognition. 


AWARD OF DISTINCTION/ROLL OF HONOUR (Meritorious) 


This award is made for outstanding service or contribution which 
is beyond what would be expected. It recognises those persons 
whose contribution has been selfless in the development of soccer in 
Australia from the grass roots level and who have earned admiration 
and respect for their contribution.

ROBERT SLATER 


Born in Omskirk, England 22 November, 
1964 before coming to Australia with 
his parents. Started his career with 
Sydney Revesby Workers Under 8s 
and rose through junior ranks to join 
Auburn U16. 


Signed in 1982 by St George National 
League club as an attacking midfielder — 
and was in the 1983 winning NSL 
championship squad. Also played for 
Blacktown City and Sydney for a total © 
of 251 NSL games scoring 57 goals. 


Switched overseas to Anderlecht (Belgium), Lens (France) and English 
clubs Blackburn, West Ham, Southampton and Wolverhampton and 
won the English Premiership with Blackburn in 1995. He is still the only 
Australian to have an English Premier League winners medal. He was 
also the Southampton Footballer of the Year in 1997. 


Slater was selected in the Australian teams for the 1988 Olympic 
Games\and Bicentennial Geld ‘Cup andi 998,199and 4 998M/ardQup 
Games and Bicentennial Gold Cup and 1990, 1994 and 1998 World Cup 
Campaigns. He also played in the 1997 FIFA Confederations Cup where 
Australia finished runners-up losing to Brazil in the final. 


During his national career, he played against Brazil, Yugoslavia, 
Canada, Argentina, France, Scotland and New Zealand, won the 
Oceania Footballer of the Year Award in 1991 and 1993 and: was 
runner-up in the Oceania Footballer of the Decade poll for 1988-1997. 


He joined new Sydney NSL club Northern Spirit in 1998 as captain and 
retired in 2001 after playing 37 matches for Australia, 28 at A level and

Since then he has taken up media television commitments and formed 
the Robbie Slater Football Academy for development of young players 
aged 8 to 10 with a percentage of profits donated to various charities.

THE KING’S SCHOOL 


It was a momentous week for Australia 125 years ago in August 
in 1880. 


At one end of the scale, bushranger Ned Kelly was committed for trial 
for murder while at the other, two groups met to herald the introduction 
of organised soccer football into Australia. 


Sydney Morning Herald on Saturday August 14 wrote: “This afternoon, 
that portion of the public partial to the winter pastimes will have the 
opportunity to witness the game of football under three different sets 
of rules, namely, the Rugby, NSW Association and English Association.”

HM Bayliss Ewing JC Gilmore 

ss English schoolteacher John Walter Fletcher 
and keen sportsman James A Todd formed a 
Sydney team, later named the Wanderers, and 
their challenge to find an opponent was quickly 


accepted by The King’s School at Parramatta. 


John Walter Fletcher 
Mr W R Burkitt, a master at King’s, organised the School team and 
refereed the match. The School played in a hooped sky blue and white 
jersey, dark knickerbockers and sky blue and white hooped socks. 
The Wanderers played in a white jersey with a southern cross badge, 
knickerbockers and blue socks. ; 


The Wanderers team was: J Todd (capt), W J Baker, J W Fletcher, 
C E Hewlett, C F Fletcher, Wastinage, W Robertson, W Simpson, 
R Chapman, D Roxburgh, J Scott (goal).

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In his match summary, the Herald reporter wrote: “The first match in — 


NSW under English Association rules was played by the newly formed 
club and the King’s School at Parramatta. 


“The visitors had a very fair team, allowing for the fact that hardly 
one of them had played for some years. This advantage was however 
balanced by the fact that the boys had not played these rules before. 


“The game was well contested for an hour and a half and terminated 
in favour of the visitors by five goals to none. The number of goals 
however must not be taken as a criterion of the play which was 
remarkably even, particularly after half time, the boys on several 
occasions only failing to score on account of their want of familiarity 
with the art of passing and middling the ball.

“On the side of the English club all played well, but the play of Roxburgh 
at back was remarkably good and invaluable to his side and Scott's 
goalkeeping deserved praise. 


“On the King’s School side, the play of Fenwick was very fine and he 
would make a grand Association player.

To celebrate the centenary of soccer in Australia in 1980, The King's 
First X1 played Johnny Warren’s Invitation X1, called the Wanderers 
for the occasion. 


In 1988, the King’s School donated the Wanderer’s Cup for the AAGPS 
1st X1 competition. The inscription on the trophy reads: “The Wanderers 
Cup for AAGPS soccer presented by The King’s School to mark the 
first game of soccer in Australia betweer The King’s School and the 
Gentleman Wanderers played-at Parramatta on 14th August 1880.” 
Ironically, The King’s School is yet to win the AAGPS competition.

Maher was a late inclusion in the Australian World Cup squad for 
Germany in 1974 and joined Marconi for the 1977 start of the NSL where 
he won selection in the Under 23 national team to tour Indonesia. 


His first A cap was against the USSR in December 1975 at Newcastle, 
also took part in the 1978 and 1982 World Cup campaigns and toured 
Europe in 1980. 


He played 39 games for Australia, including 22 A internationals. 


MICHAEL PETERSEN 


Midfielder, born 6 May 1965 and began his career 
with Port Melbourne juniors. 


He progressed to Heidelberg United and helped 
win the NSL championship with Brunswick and 
South Melbourne before a stint with Ajax Amsterdam 
(Holland) in 1987. 


Petersen earned his first national selection for the match against 
Taiwan in Canberra in February 1988 and was a team member during 
the 1990 and 1994 World Cup campaigns.
